Tli9 
board of officers find from every view of the 
subject, examined in tho light of facts, fully 
established, by undisputed testimony, that 
thoy all lend to one and the earne conclusion 
in respect to Gen, Porter. The Board have 
exposed Gen. Porter's conduct to the test 
of tho highest degree of responsibility rec- 
ognised by military principles, nnd have 
viewed the whole subject undc-r this exposi- 
tion.

Tho room was darkened, 
nnd it wan evident from tho general nppoar- 
anco of tho placn that ita purposed were 
sacred. A largo portion of tho students, 
especially those of younger yonra, wore in 
tho habit of resorting to tho 'confession 
box' every two or three weeks, nnd thers 
detail to doctor their siua of omission nnd 
commission.

and justice groped about blindfolded, Fitz 
John Porter was cried on several charges of 
disobedience and insubordination, nnd wns 
condemned us unworthy of a place iu tho 
army and ineligible to any office in the gift 
of the nation. General Porter was forty years 
old at' the time ho was cashiered. Sixteen 
years in the prime and, vigor of life is n long 
time to wait for justice ; but, conscious of 
his iflntjcence, ho has never ceased to labor 
for it, and the end has rewarded the labor. 
The military board appointed last year to 
re-examine the evidence has at last reversed 
the unjust verdict, nnd General Porter goes 
forth today entitled to nil the honor due to 
a brave and loynl soldier. 


The language Used by the court in its de- 


cision—that "not one among all the gallnnt 
soldiers on that bloody field was less de|erv- 
iug of condemnation thnu he," and that 
"justice requires his restoration to the posi- 
tion of which his sentence deprived him, 
snob restoration to take effect from the date 
of his dismissal from the service"—is un- 
qualified, and gives him the right opoo more 
to his place among those who hnve deserved 
well of their country.

again and again in his behalf for a new trial

Tho funeral of Isnac Peace Hazard was 


solemnized nt Pencednle ou Tuesday last. 
In consequence of the severe storm nnd the 
very limited notice which could bo given, 
few persons came from a distance to attend 
tho funeral ; but at three o'clock, tho hour 
appointed, the neighbors and friends who 
hod known him so long in his social nnd 
business connection with the place, assem- 
bled in the church to pay the last tribute of 
respect to his memory. 
He wns tho oldest 


of five brothers, tho youngest of whom is 
over seventy, and four still survive. Two 
of them, with his two surviving sisters, 
were present, together with nephews and 
grand-nephews and nieces. 


It was nt Pencednle thnt the Inrger part of 


Mr. Hazard's life was spent. As far back as 
1R10 he began to he interested in business 
there. 
He assisted iu laying the foundn- 


tious of the 
manufacturing industry of 


llhode Island. He saw the begiuuiug of 
manufacturing iu thiit pnrt of tho slate, nud 
wns a pnrt of its subsequent prosperity. He 
wns for many years President of tho Pence- 
dnlo Manufacturing Co., nud when he re- 
tired, in 18IH, he left only regrets behind 


him. 
In this way ha wns identified with 


Pencednlo. II was most fitting that here 
should be his last resting-place. 


Tho day wns wintry, but the hearts were 


warm which assembled nt the little church. 
Tenderly wns he lifted by men who had 
known nud loved him, nnd carefully wns he 
laid away in the ground, aud among the as.
